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Visiting doctors of the Southern Med- 
ical association to the number of nearly 


two thousand divided their time yes- 
terday between the meetings of three 
sections held in the Auditorium at the 
same time. Those sections are made up 
of auxiliary bodies affiliated with the 
association proper, which will hold its 
first meeting in the Auditorium at 9:30 
o'clock this morning. 

They were the Southern States Asso- 
ciation of Railway Surgeons, which met 
in the main auditorium; the confer- 
ence on medical education, composed 
chiefly of the faculties of the various 
medical schools in the southern terri- 
tory, which met in the ladies’ room to 
the right of the main entrance, and the 
section on public health, made up of 
state and county health officers, which 
met on the stage, a big curtain divid- 
ing this meeting from that in the Au- 
ditorium proper. 

’ Interesting Papers Read. 

Many interesting papers were read 
at these meetings and the discussion 
among the doctors present following 
the reading of each paper resulted in 
the interchange of medical experience 
and the elucidation of some highly 
fruitful ideas. 

At the afternoon session of section 
on public health, a report was pre- 
sented by the committee on “Uniform 
System of Public Health Regulations 
for the Southern States” was present- 
ed. This committee, of which Dr. Os- 
car Dowling, of Shreveport, La. is 
chairman, showed up the many defects 
of the present widely diverging health 
regulations of the states concerned and 
suggested a number of legislative 
amendments. 

An interesting discussiog followed the 
reading of a paper by Dr. FE. L. Flana- 
gan, of Virginia, on “Intensivé Com. 
munity Sanitation in Virginia.” Much 
stress was laid upon the importance of 
typhoid vaccination as a preventive of 
that disease. It seemed to be agreed 
that far more could be accomplished by 
enforced vaccination in ridding a com- 
munity of typhoid than’ could ever be 
done by sanitary instruction. The lat-

Summary Action Threatened. 

William G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
spokesman for the employees in the 
absence of A. B. Garretson, of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, declared 
in a statement that in the event.of 
evasion by the railroads of the Adam- 
son law. ‘summary action would be 
taken by the brotherhoods. He said 
that the strike order, which was di- 
rectly responsible for the law, was 
still in effect and the brotherhoods 
would not hesitate to enforce it if the 
occasion warranted it. 

“The brotherhoods asked for this 
conference,” said Mr. Lee. “At the 
morning session we discussed the ap- 
plication of the law and found that 
there was no basis upon which we 
could possibly agree. Another setback, 
besides the elimination of the mileage 
system, was the determination of the 
railroads to continue their suits ‘to de- 
termine the constitutionality of the 
law.” 

The mileage system of compensation, 
the basis of which is the number of 
miles traversed by a train crew ahd not 
the actual hours of work, is the crux 
of the new problem that a railroad 
authority said may result in the develop- 
ment of a situation similar to the one 
which brought into being the Adamson 


law. 
“Frankly,” said Chairman Lee, of the 


conference committee, “the trouble lies 
in the fact that neither the railroads 
nor the men know definitc!ly how the 
law should be applied. 

Ideas Differ. 

“We have our ownideas as to how the 
law shall be applied—if at all, as suits 
to test its validity are now pending; 
while the brotherhoods have their own 
ideas.” 

Chairman Lee added that he could not 
predict the probable outcome of the dif- 
ficulty. He said, however, that negotia- 
tions might be resumed by calling an- 
other conference. This possibility was 
strengthened by the announcement of 
the brotherhood chiefs that they, with 
the exception of President Lee, of the 
trainmen’s organization, proposed to re- 
main here for several days. President 
Lee left for his home in Cleveland to- 
night. He said it was his intention to 
join his conferees in Washington Mon- 
day, where they will go to attend the

Britt Craig, of The Constitution, has 
been commissioned. by officers of the 
Southeastern Land show to accompany 
an aviator of the New England Aero 


over Georgia, Alabama, Florida and 
South Carolina on the special] mfssion 
to deliver invitations to the governors 
of these three states, 

The flight will be unbroken except 
for scheduled stops in the capitals of\ 


naut has not as yet been announced 
by the aero club, with which organiza- 
tion the Southeastern authorities are 
arranging for the flight. 

Bearing the messages of invitation, 
The Constitution man and pilot will 
be launched from Atlanta by a delega- 
tion of state officials, including the 
governor, and will go first to Mont- 
gomery, Ala., a distance of 175 miles. 
This branch of the flight will be made 
over Fairburn, Ga.; Newnan, Ga.: La- 
Grange, Ga.; Lafayette, Ala.; Dadeville, 
Ala.: Wetumpka, Ala, 

350-Mile Flight. 

The next stop will be Tallahassee, 
Fla., traveling over Troy, Ala.; Ozark, 
Ala.; Dothan, Ala.; Mariana, Fla.; 
Quincy, Fla.; then to Tallahassee, a 
distance of 175 miles from Montgom- 
ery. Flying through Thomasville, Ga.; 
Moultrie, Ga.; Tifton, Ga.; Fitzgerald, 
Ga.; McRae, Ga.; Alamo, Ga.: Swains- 
Midville, Ga.; Waynesboro, 
Ga.; Augusta, Ga.; Aiken, S, C.; Lex- 
ington, 8. C., to Columbia, a distance 
of 350 miles, will require almost a day’s 
flight. 

The return trip to Atlanta will be 
made in the plane. The trip will be 
200 miles, and lie through Saluda, 8. C.; 
Athens, Ga.; Lawrenceville, Ga.:- De- 
catur, Ga. Replies from each gover- 
nor will be brought back to Georgia’s 
governor by Craig and the pilot. 

Arrangements are being made for 
favorable landing spots in the capital 
of each city. The governor of the 
state and his staff will be on hand to 
greet the flyers. The flight will be 
one of the most sensational in the 
south’s history, and will be of national] 
importance, due to the connection of 
the New England Aero club, the force- 
most aerial organization of the coun- 
try, and which embraces some of Amer: 
ica’s' most wealthiest sportsmen. 

Within Next Three Weeks. 

The flight is planned to take place 
within the next three weeks. It was 
evolved in a conference between Frank 
T. Reynolds, secretary of the execu- 
tive committee of the Southeastern 
Land show, and Edward Young Clarke, 
general manager. 

The type of plane to be used is one 
of the latest air devices, a Nieuport bi- 
plane, described as a “one-and-a-half 
plane.” It is used entirely by the Amer- 
ican Escadrilie at the French front of 
the European conflict. It has a speed of 
100 miles an hour. 

The Southeastern Land show is the 
first event of its kind ever held in 
the south, and was launched by the 
Georgia.Chamber of Commerce. Later 
the management was put by the cham- 
ber into the hands of a committee com- 
posed of leading citizens from the 
states of Georgia. Alabama, Florida 
and South Carolina.

RUSSIANS MENACE 
REAR OF THE ARMY 
OF VON MACKENSEN 


German Field Marshal Con- 
tinues to Retreat in Do- 
brudja — Losses Are Re-' 
ported to Be Very Heavy. 


VICTORY IN MACEDONIA 
FOR SERBIAN FORCES 


Germans and Bulgars Have 
Been Pushed Back Nearly 
Two Miles in the Cerna 
River Region Southeast of 
Monastir. | 


New York, November 13.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press WBuropean  Cable.)—In 
Dobrudja, according to Petrograd ad- 
vices received by wireless at Rome, 
the troops of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen are still in retreat and the 
Russians have crossed the Danube from 
the western bank and reached two 
points south of Tchernavoda on the 
eastern bank. Berlin asserts, how- 
ever, that the Teutcnic allies have de- 
feated the Russians and Rumanians 
who wese coming down the western 
bank of the river. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
IN TRANSYLVANIA. 


In the Transylvanian Alps region 
Bucharest admits that the Rumanians 
in the Alt river sector have been com- 
pelled to yield greund to the Austro- 
Hungarians, but agserts that King 
Ferdinand's men have held their own 
against attacks in the Campulunge dis- 
trict, 

‘Both Vienna and Bertin record fur- 
ther advances for the troops of the 
Teutonic allies all along this. front, 
having taken the towns of Diota and 
Arsuriler to the north in the Gyergyo 
mountains and Candesti, northwest of 
Campulung in Rumania. 


SERBS SCORE 
IN MACEDONIA. 


The Serbians southeast of Monastir 
have scored another victory over the 
Germans and Bulgars, having captured 
the village of Iven, lying on the Cerna 
river to the northeast of Polog, and 
forced their antagonists to fall back 
nearly two miles. About 1,000 men 
were made prisoner in this fighting and 
large numbers of guns and quantities 
of arms and ammunition were captur- 
ed, according to statements from the 
Serbian and French war offices. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS 
CROSS DANUBE 
INTO DOBRUDJA 


London, November 13.—The Russians 
have crossed the DanuWe into Dobrudja 
at two points south of Tchernavoda, 
and the Russian fleet has renewed the 
bombardment of Constanza, according 
to Petrograd advices received today by 
wireless by way of Rome. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen is re- 
ported’ éontinuing his retreat with de- 
moralized forces, and with one-third of 
his effectives lost. 

The ravages of disease and the mili- 
tary reverses sustained are declared in 
the Petrograd advices to have seriously 
affected the morale of Von Macken- 
sen’s army, while the reinforcements 
he requested to make good his losses 
are said not to have been provided, 
his retreat therefore being conducted 
under disastrous conditions. . 


RUMANIANS TAKE 
SERIES OF HEIGHTS. 


Petrograd, November 13.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Austro-German forces are di- 
recting violent attacks against the 
Rumanian positions in the region of 
Campulung, says a Russian official 
statement issued today. The Ruma- 
nians, after being pushed back in the 
region of Oituz valley, attacked the 
teutons north and south of Toivenoling 
and captured a series of heights. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian front: In Transylvania 
the enemy, after having launched an 
attack in the region of Ojituz valley, 
pushed back the Rumanians, who in 
turn launched an attack north and 
south of Toivenoling and occupied a 
range of heights. 

“The enemy is launching fierce at- 
tacks in the region of the Rumanian 
town of Campulung. , In the Jiul val- 
ley and at Orsova a battle is proceed- 
ing. 

‘Dobrudja: On our left flank our 
troops have made a slight advance to 
the southward.

SLIGHT RESISTANCE 
OFFERED BY GERMANS 
TO BRITISH ADVANCE 


Apparently the Kaiser’s 
Troops Were Taken by 
Surprise — Between 3,000- 
and 4,000 Germans Have 
Been Captured—Strongly 
Fortified Villages Have 
Been Taken by the British 
Troops. 


New York, November 1!3.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Once 
again the German line in France has 
been hard hit. Starting an offensive 
running from the southern bank of the 
Ancre river northward over a front of 
about five miles—from St. Pierre Di- 
vion to the north of Serre—the British 
have captured the towns of Beaumont- 
Hamel and St. Pierre Divion and first 
and second line trenches at various 
points. 

Between 3,000 and 4.000 men were 
made prisoner. The Germans apparent- 
ly offered slight resistance, although 
their positions were extremely heavily 
fortified. A maximum gain to a depth 
of one mile over the five-mile front 
was made by the British. Hard fight- 
ing continues to the north of Serre. 

The new drive probably has as its ob- 
jective the straightening out of the 
Brit:sh line northward from the re- 
gion of Sars across the Ancre and the 
pushing of the forward by the British 
left wing toward Achiet-Le-Petit, the 
junction point of the Arras-Bapaume 
and Arras-Miraumont railroads. 


}-RUSSIANS REPEL 
TEUTONS ATTACKS 


A violent artillery duel is still in 
Progress in the Narayuvka region of 
Galicia and the Russians have repelled 
strong Austro-German attacks in the 
Carpathians. 

On the Austro-Italian front quiet pre- 
vails except for artillery duels. An 
Austrian aerial bombardment of Weo- 
dova killed at least sixty persons, in- 
cluding women and children, savs a 
Rome dispatch. 


BRITISH ATTACK 
CAME AS SURPRISE 
' TO THE GERMANS 


London, November 13.—What may 
become known asa the battle of the 
Ancre opened today when the British 
forces struck a fresh blow against the 
German front in the region of the An- 
cre river. There had been no serious 
fighting in this sector since the open- 
ing of the British push on the first 
of July, when the British line of at- 
tack extended five miles north of the 
Ancre to Gommecourt. But after a 
few days no progress being made in 
this region, efforts were henceforth 
concentrated further to the south. 

Frequent trench raids during recent 
weeks indicated that some new move 
was contemplated, but the bad weather. 
which has prevented any serious op- 
erations since October 21, when the 
last big attack was launched on the 
Schwaben-Le Sars sector, delayed the 
blow. 

Apparently the Germans were taken 
by surprise and they offered no se- 
rious resistance except before Serre. 
The attack was carried out over a front 
extending five’ miles on both sides of 
the Ancre against positions which the 
Germans had held for two years and 
which they considered impregnable. It 
resulted in the capture of Beaumont- 
Hamel and Saint Pierre-Divion, with

All the positions of the Germans 
north of the Ancre were of exceptional 
strength, Beaumont-Hamel equalling 
Thiepval in the extent and security of 
its labyrinth of dugouts, while the 
German engineers have been laboring 
constantly for more than two years to 
make the defenses of which this was 
an important part impregnable. There 
was a profusion of connected machine 
gun redoubts, elaborate telephone and 
electric HNght systems and great cay- 
erns capable of apenetyecbey | companies of 
infantry.

Berlin, November 13.—(Via Sayville.) 
On the Transylvania front yesterday 
Austro-German troops captured three 
towns and repulsed numerous Ruma- 
nian attacks, the war office announces. 
More than 1,000 prisoners were taken. 
The towns captured are Dicta and Ar- 
suriler, in the Gyergyo mountains on 
the northern part of the front, and 
Candesti, in Rumania, northwest of 
Campulung. 

In Dobrudja, Field Marshal von Mac- 
kensen’s forces repelled troops which 
were advancing down the west bank of 
the Danube. 

The statement. says: 

“Front of Archduke Charles Francis: 
In the Gyergyo mountains, Austro-Ger- 
man battalions captured Dicta and Ar- 
suriler. There and on the heights east 
of Belbor and also on the east ba 
of the Putna the Rumanians made sev- 
eral attacks in &@ futile effort to dis- 
pute with us the ground gained.

NOTABLE VICTORY 
WON BY SERBIANS 
ON MACEDONIA LINE 


Paris, November 13.—The Serbians 
have won a brilliant victory over the 
Germans and Bulgarians in the Cerna 
district, southeast of Monastir, the war 
office announced today. The Serbians 
supported by French artillery forced 
the Teutonic allies to retire a distance 
of nearly two miles and captured about 
1,000 prisoners. 

The retreat of the German-Bulga- 
rian force was compelled after a battle 
lasting two days. 

The prisoners taken raise the total 
captures since September 12, says the 
statement, to six thousand men, togeth- 
er with 72 cannon and 53 machine guns 
taken during this period. 

The statement reads: ’

BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


‘Question of Application to Per- 
sonal Immoral Escapades 


Is Raised. 


Washington, November 13.—Argu- 
ment over whether the Mann “white 
slave” act applies to personal immoral 
escapades or only to cases involving 
transportation of women for commer- 
cial gain began late today before the 
supreme court. The law itself has 
been upheld by the court, but the 
question of interpretation is raised for 
the first time in appeals of F. Drew 
Caminetti and Maury lL Diggs, of 
; Sacramento, and lL. T. Hays, of Alva, 
Okla., all charged with transporting 
/women in violation of the law, but 
with the elements of commercialism 
ang coercion absent: 

The present administration of the 
department of justice has brought 
prosecution in all cases of transporta- 


tion of women for immoral purposes, 
he yeugl for commercial purposes or 
not. 

During today’s hearing Harry O. 


1 eed of counsel for the appellants, 


insisted that the title of the “white 
slave” act itself indicated absence of 
intent by congress to have the law 
applied to cases of “mere immorality.” 
He asserted that a fair interpretation 
of the act was that it was intended 
solely to — out organized, or un- 
organized, traffic in women for im- 
moral purposes by prohibiting their 
interstate transportation. 

Citing decisions of the second, sev- 
enth and ninth federal circuit courts 
sustaining the interpretation given by 
the department of justice, sistant 
Attorney Gengral Wallace argued that 
congress ha the ower to prevent 
immorality by barring transportation 
of women for immoral purposes, and 
that the Mann act should be so con- 
strued. 

“The extent or degree of immorali- 
ty should not be a factor,” said Mr. 

allace. ‘“The purpose of the law 
was to prevent debauchery of women.” 

He referred to the case of Jack 
Johnson, the negro pugilist, in which 
the department's gnterpretation had 
been sustained, though admitting that 
judges of lower federal courts had dif- 
fered regarding the law’s construc- 
tion. He conceded that Diggs, Cami- 
netti and Hays were indicted for of- 
fenses without elements of commer- 
cialism. 

The arguments were not concluded 
today, and Mr. Wallace, for the v- 
ernment, and former Senator Bailey, 
of Texas, for the appellants, will close 
tomorrow. Justice McReynolds is not 
aithing in the cases, having passed on 
questions of enforcement of the Mann 
act while attorney general.

DISSOLUTION DECREED — 
FORTHE “STARCH TRUST” 


U.S: Jad Wilde Combine 
Guilty of Unfair Methods 
of Competition. 


New York, November 13.—The s0- 
called “starch trust,” representing an 
aggregate capital of $80,000,000, was 
adjudged guilty of “unfair methods of 
competition” in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and a plan for its 
) dissolution was ordered filed with the 
federal trade’ commission within 120 
days by a final decree filed here to- 


day in the government suit against 
the combine by Judge Learned Hand 
in federal district court. The corpo- 
rate defendants, which include the 
Corn Products Refining company and 
its allied concerns, are enjoined from 
continuing unlawful practices, but not, 
however, from carrying on their busi- 
hess at prices and under methods 
adopted in good faith “to meet fair, 
free and bona fide competition.” 

In order to bring about a situation 
“in harmony ‘with law,” the decree 
provides that the factories, business 
and assets of the Corn Products Re- 
fining company “shall be divided in 
such manner and into such parts of 
Separate and distinct ownership as 
Shall be necessary for that purpose.” 
It also provides that, upon the sub- 
mission of the trade commission of 
the plan for doing this, a hearing of 
all parties shall be held by the com- 
mission and its findings reported back 
to the court. The decree took into con- 
sideration the possibility of an appeal 
from it to the United States supreme 
court and stated that in such case, 
if the lower court is sustained, the 
dissolution plan ig to be filed within 
120 days of the filing of the supreme 
court mandate affirming the decree. 

If the defendants shall fail to pre- 
sent such a dissolution plan within the 
specifjed time, the decree declared, the 
court shall take such steps by recelv- 
ership or vwtherwise as “may seem 
necessary to dissolve the unlawful 
combination.” 

The alleged trust, in seeking to ob- 
tain a monopoly in starch, glucose, 
Srape sugar and their derivatives, the 
decree states, threatened, among oth- 
er acts, the American Maize Products 
company, with an invasion of the busi- 
ness ef the Royal Baking Powder com- 
pany if it continued its starch and 
glucose business and a working agree- 
ment was finally reached between the 
two. The decree found also that the 
trust entered the candy business “for 
the purpose of injuring the National 
Candy company” and other confec- 
tioners, in order to foree them to buy 
their glucose principally from the Corn 
Products Ref ning. company. It also 
asserted that by 10 the company had 
sufficient producing capacity to sup- 
ply 90 per cent of the demand for 
starch and glucose and took steps by 
selling at or below cost to drive inde- 
pendents out of business. The sam@¢@ 
practice was followed, it declares, in 
mixed syrup for “the purpose of mo- 
nopolizing such trade in the United 
States.’"” Another method to restrain 
trade used by the alleged trust, the 
court finds, was to secure “by private 
communications and importunities to 
the railroad officiala an increase in 
the eastbound freight rates on glu- 
cose,” and to prevent the reduction of 
rates promised ta the independents, “in 
order to injure its competitors.”’

BEEN FACTOR IN' MARKET CIRCLES! 


A number of leading business men of At- 
lanta will be the guests of. members of the 
Atlanta Commercial Exchange next Thurs- 
day at noon at a luncheon to be held in 
the quarters of the exchange, on the first 
floor of the Trust Company of Georgia build- 
ing. 

This is the regular semi-monthly meeting 
and luncheon of the exchange members, and 
upon this occasion each member will bring 
an “outsider” with him and give him an 
idea of the work that the exchange ia doing. 
It will be a sort of get-together meeting 
with no specified program mapped out.

Since the organization of the exchange 
last February and its opening last March, 
the Atlanta Commercial Exchange has made 
progress highly gratifying to its members. 

At a meeting of the board of directors just 
held, a report upon the status of the exchange 
was made, indicating a very flourishing

At this meeting it was decided to in- 


crease the membership of the exchange and 
to enlarge the scope of it. 

This represents the second increase in 
membership decided upon since the organiza- 
tion. . The exchange was organized with 32 
members and the membership was subse- 
quently increased to 150 members. There 
are now some 140 members, of whom about 
100 are Atlanta men, which membership has 
been obtained without solicitation and sole- 
ly because of the value of the exchange to 
the members.

The establishment of the Atlanta Commer- 
cial Exchange upon its present useful and 
stable basis has been a big accomplishment 
for Atlanta. It has brought Atlanta into 
recognition the world over as a spot cotton 
market, and has resulted in trading in many 
commodities based on Atlanta, whereas At- 
lanta herself formerly based upon Memphis 
or some other market. 

- The spot cotton market is now made here 
daily through the average of the figures 
supplied by a committee of five, one repre- 
senting the warehouse interests, one repre- 
senting the mills or consuming interests 
and three representing the buying interests. 
The market price thus fixed is wired to 
Washington and made of record. 

Figures of last week showed that the 
cotton receipts in Atlanta amounted to 17,210 
bales and cotton shipped amounted to 5,636 
There are on hand 60,429 bales.

CREATES INTEREST : 
THROUGHOUT STATE 


Backed by the almost solid indorsement 
of the merchants of Atlanta, the committee 
in charge of arrangements for the merchants’ 
clinic, to be held under the joint auspices 
of the Ad Men's club and the Retail Mer- 
chants’ association, is rapidly completing all 
plans for the meetings on November 27, 28 
and 29. 

“The whole-hearted way in whitch local 
merchants are giving us their backing on 
this proposition proves that we are on the 
right line,” said Phil C. McDuffie, president 
of the Ad Men. “This is the first stunt of 
this kind that has been pulled for the bene- 
fit of store owners in this city, and it is one 
that is going to mean a lot to them. Frank 
Stockdale is one of the recognized authori- 
ties on merchandising in this country, and 
he will have a message of real value for 
every merchant in the city of Atlanta.” 

There has been a redoubling of interest 
among merchants of nearby towns since the 
announcement went forth that they would 
be included on the same basis with local 
merchants. Inquiries are increasing daily, 
and there have been a surprising number of 
those who have signified a determination to 
attend the course. Prices in all instances 
will be merely nominal, and there will be 
separate arrangements for firms and for 
employees. 

Although the movement began with the 
desire of the store Owners and managers to 
get a series of lectures here for their own 
benefit, the idea of giving the evenings over 
to discussions which would benefit the em- 
ployees has assumed large proportions. A 
number of the department stores have al- 
ready signified their intention of having 
their clerks and salesmen attend these eve- 
ning lectures, and this will doubtless become 
the most interesting feature of the three- 
day clinic. 


Chicago Tribune Printed This. 


(From The Memphis Commercial-Appeal.) 

Every city of any consequence has its dark 
spots and splotches, and right-minded people 
never feel like acting the Pharisee and 
thanking God that some one else is worse 
than they are; but Chicago seems to be most 
unfortunate in the persistence and prevalence 
of its variegated forms of vice. This may.be 
caused by the character of the population 
of the great city, which is heterogeneous, and 
a remarkably small percentage of which is 
native American. People come from all points 
of the compass, and they come for the pur- 
pose of making money, and many of them 
are not overscrupulous in the methods which 
they employ. When the late William T. 
Stead wrote hie sensational book, “If Christ 
Came to Chicago,” the vice in that city was 
exploited, and a knowledge of it carried to 
many people who knew nothing of it before- 
hand. Since-then other convincing evidence 
of its enormous proportions have not been 
wanting. The report of the Chicago vice 
commission, published some time agg, pre- 
sented an array of sordid facts that were so 
bestial that they were denied admission to 
the mails. ‘These facts traveled far beyond 
the wildest imaginings of even those who 
knew more than a little about the seamy 
side of life; but it was supposed that condi- 
tions had improved under the scourge of re- 
form movements. Just now Chicago is hav- 
ing another characteristic scandal. Her pres- 
ent mayor, whose rule has been so spectacular 
and. who was at one time looked upon ag an 
idol, has demonstrated that his feet are clay. 
A notorious proscribed district was broken 
up, and its denizens were compelled to emi- 
grate, but it seems that they colonized a 
short distance away and the last condifion 
is worse than the first. A negro alderman 
is king of the community. He is charged with 
protecting dance halls where whites and 
blacks meet in common, indulge in mutual 
ribaldry, and in perfect companionship drink 
to the lees the cup of social degradation. It 
is said that the chief of police winked at this. 
Public sentiment is compelling an investiga- 
tion, and it may be that the reeking rotten- 
ness that smells to heaven and which causes 
the man in the moon to hold his nose in 
passing over the city will be abated. The 
olfactories of The Chicago Tribune seem. to 
be insensible to the stench at its own door. 
It cannot see the crime and depravity around 
about it, but must confine its vision to the 
far south, and to an abuse of a people who 
are so far above its own immediate surround- 
ings that they cannot even conceive of the 
existence of such an environment.

The Outside of the Cat. 


(From The Minneapolis Journal.) : 


Business seers descry a dark cloud gather- 
ing over the future of the black cat. Genera- 
tions ago a black cat with nine white hairs 
in the end of her tail was in for a bad time, 
for she was believed to be a disguised witch. 

But today, withor without the nine white 
hairs in her conclusion, the black catis play- 
ing in hard luck, for the fur trade has found 
that her hide is worth two dollars and is pre- 
pared to give it. As the hide has to be un- 
timely ripped from the cat, the transaction 
is an unpleasant one from the point of view 
of the animal. 

In fact, the growing scarcity of furs has 
brought into prominence and value the fur 
of all other colors of cats. Eastern fur deal- 
ers ale advertising for catskins and paying 
good prices. A common skin brings $1, and 
solid black skins are worth $2. The skins 
are worked up imto mercantile goods and 
costly furs. One New York merchant has 
bought, in recent months, 15,000 skins, and 
could use more. It is estimated that at least 
15,000,000 cats in the country could be mar- 
keted with general benefit. For one thing, 
the birds would get a far better chance for 
their lives. 

The cat is a quite general favorite, but 
there are times when, owing to her ideals on 
the matter of placing of the voice, her pop- 
ularity wanes considerably. Her life suffers 
then somewhat from the hazards of existence, 
and now the values placed on her outer cover- 
ing are likely to increase these hazards con- 
siderably. 


Order Your Weather. 


; (From Answers.) 

How would you like to order your own 
weather, just as you order Sunday’s joint? 
There is a possibility that scientists may 
achieve this. a 

Professor Summerton, of the Australian 
Scientific Research association, is busy with 
experiments which may revolutionize our me- 
teorological arrangements. He contends that 
his system_will secure or prevent rain and 
sun, as is necessary for the country's good. 

The atmosphere about our earth is loaded 
with minute particles of dust which, when 
condensed with moisture too microscopic to 
be attracted to earth alone, fall to the 
ground in the shape of rain. 

Atmospheric electricity is said to resist 
rainfall. The air immediately above us is not 
charged with electricity. Our earth is'charg- 
ed negatively with electricity. At cloud level 
the air is charged positively"with electricity, 
and the dust particles there become likewise 
charged. 

During atmospheric disturbances the equi- 
librium is upset, and the negative electricity 
of the earth passes through midair to meet 
the positive electricity, consequently bring- 
ing down the dust with its load of moisture. 

Professor Summerton proposes that the 
negative electricity should be sent up when- 
ever we require rain. A conductor, taking 
the form of captive balloons fitted with stee] 
points, and aided by certain other electrical 
devices, is the weather implement suggested.

AMERICAN WAS HELD 
ON GERMAN SUBMARINE 


Capt. Curtis Detained for Six 
Days—U-Boat Destroyed 
Columbian. - 


Corunna, Spain; November 13.—(Via 
Paris.)—Captain Frederick Curtis, of 
the American steamer Columbian, who 
arrived here with the rescued crew of 
this steamship, declared to a represen- 
tative of the Associated Press today 
that he was a prisoner on board the 
German U-49 for six daysafter the de- 
struction of his vessel. All of the 109 
members of the Columbian’s crew were 
saved, Captain Curtis’ stated. 

Captain Curtis said the Columbian 
was Warned before she. was torpedoed 
and sunk by the U-48. The crew was 


left in lifeboats and the captain was 
taken on board the submarine. 


Captain Arthur Patterson, of the 
British steamer Seatonia, says that he 
also was a prisoner on board the U-49 
for eight days during which time he 


heard the guns of the submarine in 
action and also heard distinctly the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo which he learn- 
ed later blew up the Norwegian ship 
Balto, soon after which Captain Yelug- 
sen, of the Norwegian ‘ship Fordalen, 
joined him in the narrow prison on 
board the submarine, where they were 
joined on the following day by Cap- 
tain Curtis. 7 

“My ship, registered at New York, 
said Captain Curtis to the correspond- 
ent, “carried a cargo of about 9,000 
tons and a crew wf 109, all of whom 
were saved. I stopped on .the com- 
mand of the submarine, whose com- 
mander ordered ‘me to abandon ship 
with the crew immediately, which we 
did without other baggage than two 
satchels with documents and money. 

“Submarine U-49 fired at once two 
torpedoes at the Columbian which im- 
mediately sank. The crew was left in 
lifeboats, while I was taken on board 
the submarine, which plunged immedi- 
ately after I was taken into the small 
quartermaster’s cabin where I found 
the captains of the Seatonia and the 
Balto. After me came Captain Yelug- 
sen, of the Fordalen. 

“The cabin was very small. 
tained a little folding table, a fold- 
in chair and three bunks. Every- 
thing was permeated with the odor of 
benzine. There was no communica- 
tion with the exterior and the cabin 
was absolutely dark afght and day. 

“We were fed in the morning with 
a few morsels of black bread, a cup 
of coffee and a small portion of bad 
butter: at noon, with a ‘stew of can- 
ned meat and soup and at supper at 
10 o’clock with coffee or tea and 
black bread, with butter or. marmalade. 
The hours spent in this narrow prison 
were very long and disagreeable.”

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT 


Ottawa, Ont., November 13.—General 
Sir Sam Hughes has resigned as Ca- 
nadian minister of militia and defense. 
His resignation was requested. 

The break between General Hughes 
and Premier Borden and other mem- 
bers of the Canadian government re- 
sulted from differences over questions 
of policy and: details of administration. 
Since the beginning of the war there 
have been many such differences on 
questions of military management, but 
until recently, it is said, they have been 
adjusted generally by allowing General 
Hughes to carry out his plans. 

Lately the friction has increased, It 
is understood there has been a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of the pre- 
mier and the cabinet to insist upon 
their own plans as against those of 
General Hughes. 

Difference About Rifle. 


One of the points over which a dif- 
ference arose was the supplying of the 
Canadian forces with the British army 
rifle, General Hughes, it is reported, 
advocated instead the use of a Cana- 
dian weapon. 

Some time ago General Hughes re- 
turned from a three months’ visit to 
England? with a plan to have a Ca- 
nadian war council organized. in Eng- 
land with a deputy minister of militia 
at its head. The Canadian govern- 
ment, however, held that with more 
than 200,000 Canadian troops in the 
trenches in France or in training in 
England there should be an overseas 
minister of militia, which would great- 
ly deprive General Hughes- of his au- 
thority. 

When the government insisted upon 
its plan, it is reported, General Hughes 
suggested that Sir Max Aitkin should 
be appointed to the new post, but Sir 
George H. Perley was appointed, al- 
though there is said to have been lack 
of harmony between him and General 
Hughes. 

This took from General Hughes con- 
trol of a large part of the Canadian 
forces. 

While he was in England General 
Hughes, after investigating the Ca- 
nadian army medical force, relieved 
General Guy Carleton Jones of the 
command. The government replaced 
General Hughes. 

Criticism Resented. 


Criticism by General Hughes of ac- 
tion taken by British authorities both 
in regard to the handling of Canadian 
army supplies and of the Canadian 
forces, it is said, has been resented. 

It has been statedthatthere was a 
lack of cordiality between General 
Hughes and the Duke of Go eg 
who has just left Canada after five 
years’ service as governor general. 
The accumulation of differences has 
led to the breach which has come to- 
day. 

It is taken as a striking coincident 
that the arrival of the Duke of Devon- 
shire as governor general of Canada 
should be marked by the resignation 
of General Hughes, under whose ad- 
ministration as minister of militia 
Canada has raised 400,000 men for 
overseas military service. 

General Hughes was appointed min- 
ister of militia in 1911. 

ile on a visit to England last 
year he was knighted by King George. 
His resignation was demanded by the 
eonservative, in connection with war 
contracts awarded to American com- 
panies. He returned from England 
and demanded an investigation, which 
resulted in his exoneration by a royal 
commission.

“Deacon” Jim MeGuire, who usta 
was one of the most famous catchers 
in the backstopping business, was born 
fifty-three years ago today.

After 
leaving Toledo McGuire played with 
Detroit, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Washington, Rochester and Boston. 
For six years in the big show he bat- 
ted over .300.

FOR REBUILDING 
‘DEKALB COURTHOUSE 


Decatur, Ga., November 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—W. J. J. Chase, of the firm of 
Chase & Walker, has completed pre- 
liminary plans for the rebuilding of the 
DeKalb county courthouse. The plans 
provide for the abolishment of the small 
porches at the east and west sides of 
the building and the building at each 
end of a one-story annex, 37x20 feet.

New York, November 13.—There was 
a big advance in the cotton market 
here today with March and all later 
deliveries making new high records for 
the season. March sold up to 19.94 or 
46 points above -Saturday’s closing fig- 
ures, while early new crop deliveries 
sold about 75 to 80 points net higher 
with September touching the 19c level. 
Closing priges were very steady and 
from 35 to 72 points above the final 
figures of last week. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 20 to 32 points on general 
buying inspired by the strength of 
Liverpool and a crop estimate from 
Memphis placing the actual growth of 
the season at only 10,800,000 bales. 
There was a good deal of realizing 


around the opening figures, but offer- 
ings were readily absorbed on reac- 
tions of 9 to 10 points from the best, 
and the market sold about 30 to 40 
points net higher before midday. As 
the price worked above 20 cents for 
May offerings increased again and 
there was an early afternoon setback 
of 10 or 12 points, but buying was 
encouraged by. bullish southern spot 
advices and the highest prices of the 
day were reached in the late trading 
when January sole at 19.76 and May 
at 20.09 or about 40 to 46 points net 
higher on the old crop positions. New 
crop months which have been selling 
at very big discounts, led the after- 
noon advance and seemed to be at- 
tracting an increased demand from 
trade and outside sources. October 
contracts sold up to 18.85 or 80 points 
above Saturday’s closing figures, with 
the advance meeting very small of- 
ferings, owing to the strength of the 
old crop positions. The peace rumors 
circulating during the afternoon re- 
ceived both bearish and bullish’ com- 
ment around the ring, and the strength 
was most generally attributed to the 
reiteration of small crop estimates and 
the firm ruling of southern spot mar- 
kets during the past week of nervous- 
ness and irregularity. Private cables 
attributed the advance in Liverpool 
to continental buying of summer and 
new crop months, and said offering’s 
were small aside from some hedge 
selling of near positions. Spot inter- 
ests were active buyers of January 
here, while there was active covering 
and rebuying by old longs who had 
sold out last winter.

New Orleans Gains 33-36 Points. 


New Orleans, November 13.—Cotton 
moved upward strongly on this mar- 
ket today as the result of a new buying 
movement which seemed to have its 
foundation chiefly in expectations of a 
bullish bureau report on American con- 
sumption tomorrow and bullish oat 
returns in the report due ear next 
week, which will carry the crop “to the 
close of business tonight. At the high- 
est of the day the strongest months 
were nearly $2 a bale up, and the July 
option made a new high record by 
trading at 19.93 cents. a pound. Spots 
were lifted 19 points to 19.19 for mid- 

ling, a, new high record. The future 
market closed at a net gain for the 
day of 33 to 36 points. 

The market opened steady and at the 
advance in sympathy with better ca- 
bles than due and on a private crop 
estimate of 10,862,900 bales. In the 
early trading the improvement amount- 
ed to something over $1 a bale, 21 to 
24 points, and the rise gradually widen- 
ed until late in the session trading 
months were 32 to 38 points up. 

A large business was done, but the 
market was not as active as it has 
been recently at times of strong ad- 
vances and large professional traders 
appeared to take less speculative inter- 
est in the long side.

Trading Broad But Fitful. 
The Professional Element 
Seems to Favor Lower 
Prices—Steel Loses Two 
Points. 


New York, November 13.—An under- 
current of heaviness and uncertainty ! 
pervaded today’s stock market, even 
though many stocks were strong at 
times and several new records were 
established. Trading was broad, but 
fitful, with intervals of dullness dur- 
ing the intermediate and later stages. 
Price movements were frequently s0 
confusing as to indicate buying and | 
selling of a conflicting character. Sen- | 
timent among the professional element 
seemed to favor lower prices, except | 
in coppers, which again furnished the 
list with most of its stability. 

The motors, equipments and indus- 
trials of varied descriptions were lower 
by 2 to -3 points, and Central Leather 
made a further extreme decline of 8% 
points. Shipping shares. Atlantic, Gulf 
and West Indies excepted, were lower ' 
with investment rails, and United 
States Steel lost 2 points on the usual 
heavy offerings. 

Republic Iron and the several issues 
of the Gulf States Steel company were; 
prominent for their advances of 4 to 10 
points, all at record quotations, as also 
were Utah and Ray coppers, Atlantic. 
Gulf and West Indies and several of ' 
the paper group. 

These gains were largely or wholly 
forfeited in the more reactionary ten-° 
dencies manifested in the last half 
hour, when fresh selling of mercurial 
specialties was induced by familiar 
peace reports. Unsettlement marked 
the feverish close, most leaders being 
then at or near minimum prices of 
the session. Total sales, with Steel 
and Coppers again preponderant, 
amounted to 1,525,000 shares. 

Technical, rather than actual condi- 
tions, militated against the bull ac- 
count, fundamentals being even more 
favorable than at last week’s close. 
One of the largest of the copper pro- 
ducing companies increased its dividend 
disbursement by 100 per cent, and it 
is well nigh certain that rails and 
other .fabricated steel and iron are in 
process of further upward revision. 

Last week’s enormous expansion of 
local loans failed of reflection in the 
money market, but was the occassion of 
much comment, even though speedy 
rectification is expected,

Flagstaff, Ariz., November 13.—Dr. 
Percival Lowell, founder and director 
of the Lowel observatory here and a 
noted astronomer, died here last night 
om . stroke hs apoplexy suffered 
yesterday morning. : 
-For ten years much of Dr. Lowell's 
efforts had been devoted to study of 
the planet Mars. His home was in 
Boston, where he was born March 13, 
1855, but he came here at certain sea- 
sons for studies at the observatory he 
established in 1894.

larly among the more ignorant masses 
of the people, who were mainly in- 
strumental in the spread of such dis- 
eases as typhoid and hookworm infec- 
tion, as to present almost insuperable 
disfficulties and to discourage the most 
buoyant health officer. 

The duties of the railroad surgeon, 
including his obligations to the general 
public, as well as the corporations 
which employed him, formed the chief 
topic at the afternoon session of rail- 
way surgeons. A very illuminating pa- 
per on this subject, prepared by San- 
ders McDaniel, of the Atlanta bar, was 
read by his law partner, Eugene Black. 

Other interesting papers were devote 
ed to railway sanitation and to the va- 
rious fractures and personal injuries 
most frequently met with by the ralil- 
road surgeon in his practice. 

Three Cities Seek Meeting. 

Sixteen states, including Maryland, 
Missouri and the District of Columbia, 
make up the membership of the South- 
ern Medical association. Distinguished 
physicians from all the leading cities 
of the south are in attendance. Mem- 
phis has a delegation of twenty-five, 
headed by Dr. Frank A. Jones. Chat- 
tanooga has sent a strong delegation 
of twenty doctors, and Baltimore has a 


large delegation composed of many 
prominent practitioners and physicians 
connected with the Johns Hopkins 
university. 

These three cities have entered the 
contest for next year’s meeting of the 
convention. The rivalry has already 
warmed to red-hot heat, even in ad- 
vance of the first meeting of the main 
body of:the association, and the con- 
test will probably be a close one. 

In addition to these three cities, St. 
Louis has sent an invitation from the 
St. Louis Academy of Medicine, the St. 
Loujs Medical society, the St. Louis 
Rotary club, the chamber of commerce 
and other civic bodies. Nashville, .too, 
has a husky delegation headed by Dr. 
J. A. Witherspoon, and is also making 
a strong bid for the convention. 

Among the Nashville delegasion is 
Dr. John A. Gaines, a brilliant young 
surgeon, who is stopping while in ee 


lanta with his cousin, Charles T. Hop- 
kins, on North Boulevard. 

Among the most interesting features 
of the medical meeting are the trade 
displays which crowd Taft hall and 
run over into the lobby. Exhibits of 
everything that the doctor can use in 
his business, from typhoid vaccine to 
automobiles, are to be seen. 

X-Ray Photographs. 

One of the most interesting exhibits 
and one that attracted a large amount 
of attention was a series of X-ray pho- 
tographs taken in the course of their 
practice by physicians in Atlanta and 
the adjoining community. This is on 
the left just as you enter the audito- 
rium proper after passing through the 
lobby. It shows gunshot wounds of 
almost every character, bone fractures 
and various internal organic ailments. 

Other items on exhibit which furnish 
quite a show in themselves are anat- 
omical charts, medical books, X-ray 
machines, artificial limbs, rubber goods, 
surgical apparatus of all sorts, chem- 
ical house displays, operating tables 
and optical supplies. 

Among the distinguished visiting phy- 
sicians are Dr. Cary T. Grayson, pri- 
vate physician to President Wilson: Dr.

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Evans Warns Doctors Infantile 


Dr. W. A. Evans, of Chicago, IIl1,} 
health editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
former health commissioner of Chi- 
cago, and recently elected president 
of the American Public Health society, 
closed the first day’s session of the 
Southern Medical association in At- 
ianta with a retharkable address on 
“Infantile Paralysis,” which was deliv- 
ered to a large audience in the Audi- 
torilum Monday evening. 

He spoke of the New York epidemic 
of last summer, of its start in the west- 
ern part of Brooklyn, of how it was 
at first ignored until it reached such 
proportions in June as to demand an 
immediate investigation and of the ef- 
forts put forth to check its further 
progress. The epidemic reached its 
maximum during the week of August 
12, when there were as many as 1,200 
cases reported to the New York de- 
partment of health, he said. 

“During the summer and fall,” said 
Dr. Evans, “there were approximately 
15,000 cases, and probably never be- 
fore in the history of the world have 
there been so many cases in a season. 
Therefore, we have just gone through 
with the greatest and the most malig- 
nant of the epidemics of infantile pa- 
ralysis in the world’s history.” 

He spoke of there being only the 
embers of the epidemic now left, and 
of it as a thing of the past, and this 
was followed by the questions, “Why 
then discuss the subjéet?” “Why learn 
of it?” “Why should you be appealed 
to in this way?” 

Disease Changes Field. — 

“There is a reason,” said the doc- 
tor. “The history of the disease is 
that it has never burned violently in 
one community during two successive 
seasons. But when it is not violent 
in one community it is violent in an- 
other. Those who have never had the 


disease (are not susceptible) or those 


who have acquired immunity by hav- 


ing had the disease act as carriers of 
the disease. It is a living, active thing, 
kept alive by something capable of 
supporting life. There is every reason 
to believe that the agencies harboring 
the disease through this winter are 
human beings, transmitting it to those 
who are susceptible. The teaching of 
experience is that during the year 1917 
there will be an epidemic of the dis- 
ease in some section of the United 
States.” 

He hsre urged preparedness on the 
part of the physicians present, say- 
ing that before the end of the year 


would be called upun to diagnose cases 


control an epidemic of the disease. 
“It fs very difficult to diagnose the 
disorder before the development oI 
paralysis,” said Dr. Evans. “The germs 
of the disease enter the body through 
the mouth or nose, and go then to the 
cerebro-spinal system and the effects 
are soon evident. The disease in its 
early stages appears like some sum- 
mer ailment, with a slight fever, etc., 
and then there will be an unusual de- 
gree of tenderness and pain.” 


Cautions Audience. 


He cautioned the audience to be on 
guard for those cases of summer ail- 
ments. Between one and six days of 
the progress of the disease paralysis 
begins, according to the violence of the 
preliminary stages. The death rate,’ 
said he, “is not high, there being in 
the Massachusetts epidemic only a 
death rate of 8 per cent, while the 
highest rate known was that reached 
in the epidemic in New York city, it 
being 22 per cent, showing that three 
out of every four who developed the 
disea'se recovered more or less com- 
pletely. 

“It is the death rate that makes the 
disease so malignant, but the terrible
